The Election in North Carolina. 


The New York Herald, of the 7th, says: 

The Old North State appears to have 
been too much reconstructed to answer 
Radical ends. Governor Holden made a 
bold stroke to save the State to his party 
hy raising tho Ku-klux phantom and do- 
elaring several strongly Democratic coun- 
tics in a state of insurrection; but even 
these desperate measures proved futile, and 
North Carolina bw gone Democratic by 
ten thousand majority. Both branches of 
the Legislature are largely Democratic, 
secures the election of a Democrat to the 
the United States in the place 
of Abbott, whose term expires with 
the present Congress. The Radicals elect 
only two of the seven Congressmen. This 
erushing defeat of the Republicans was 
most unexpected, as it was deemed certain 
Lefore the election that they would carry 
atleast four Congressional districts, and 
no fears were entertained concerning the 
Legislature. Unlooked for as was the re- 
wult by the North Carolina Republicans, 
still itis but the natural sequence of the 
maladministration of affairs in that State. 
The Republicans placed too little consider- 
ation upon the white population, and 
sought almost exclusively the colored vote. 
At the South the white man is proverbi- 
ally uncertain “and nigger is never sure,” 
and the late election proves the 
North Carolina darkies are no exception 
to this rule. The white vote was fully cast 
and nearly solid for the Democratic ticket, 
but the Republicans appear to have been 
demoralized and fatled to poll their entire 
vote. Governor Holden's administration 
is a decided failure; too much of the State 
legislation was for the benefit of a particu- 
jar race, instead of the people, and in every 
department of affairs had become so mud- 
dled that any change would be for the bet- 
ter. The Republican party will do well to 
heed the lesson taught by the North Caro- 
lina election. Pnless it speedily cuts loose 
from the narrow-winded, corrupt, fanati- 
cal leaders which have brought it to the 
verge of ruin, other Radical States will as 
unexpectedly wheel into the Democratic 
line and that party again be in the ascend- 
oney.

That the earnings of the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad are stolen, or—to use a 
milder pbrase, but which is the same in 
su bstance—are embezzied, cannot now ad- 
mit of a doubt. When this assertion is 
made. we are challenged for the proof, and 
are pointed to the report of the committee 
which recently investigated the affairs of 
the road and failed to detect any defalca- 
tion. They failed to detect and report de- 
ſalcatlons or any embezzlement of the 
funds of the road because they did not de- 
sire to make a report which would injure 
the party to whicha majority of the com- 
mittee belonged. 

There is one fact true beyond contro- 
versy. which can be ascertained by any 
one who will take the trouble to make 
the inquiry at the office of the Treasurer of 
this State. and which establishes the fact of 
embezzlement so conclusively that it is 
beyond the power of denial. The particu- 
lar officer or officers who are guilty are not 
known; but the fact of embezzlement ex- 
lata, and itis known in this way that it 
does exist. 

Under former administrations of the 
road, it never failed to pay into the Treas- 
urv of the Stata, monthly, from $40,000 to 
850.000. except during the time it was de- 
stroyed by rman’s army, and the time 
necessary to repair it. When in ianning 
order, it never failed to pay into the Treas- 
ury less than $49,000 per month, except 
under the present administration. 

Now, for the last six months it has not 
paid one cent into the treasury. This fact 
can be established by inquiry at the treas- 


ury. 

If the money is not embezzled, what has 
become of it? Is it in the treasury of the 
State road, and kept there to be paid or or 
to the State Treasurer in due time? The 
committee of investigation has not so re- 
ported. If it is there the committee failed 
to find it. 

That it is R by the officers of 
the road for their own purposes is a con- 
clusion that follows irresistibly from the 
facts. And this is the party that wishes to 
perpétnate itself in power without an elec- 
tion by the people. For what purpose? 
This inference is as irresistible as the other.

Base of Ope tions of the French 
rces. * 


— 


The base of operations of the French 
forces forms an acute angle, running east 
by south and south by west, with head- 


extremities. Metz and Strasburg are not 
really the extremities, the lines extending 
north of Metz at Thionville and southwest 
of Strasburg at Colmar or at Belfort. 

Beginning at Belfort, the line runs ina 
northeast direction twenty miles to Mul- 
house, or Mulhausen; thence northeast 
twenty miles to Neuf Brisach, whence it 
takes a northerly course thirty miles to 
Strasburg. 

Before the recent battle, it continued in 
a northerly course to Haguenau, seventeen 
miles from Strasburg, and reached the 
angle at Lauterburg, cighteen miles dis- 
tant to the northeast. Here it made a 
sharp turn, and ran along the river Lauter 
to Wissenburg, nine miles northwest of 
Lauterburg. Continuing thence sonth- 
west, it next meets Bitche, twenty-twe 
miles off, thence west to Metz fifty-eight 
miles, thence turning north goes up to 
Thionville, seventeen miles, where it ends. 

This gives a total length of military line 
of 211 miles. But if we begin at Stras- 
burg, and ignore Belfort, Mulhouse and 
Neuf Brisach, the length is reduced to 141 
miles—a line by no means very long when 
the immense force concentrated along it is 
considered, and the great facilities of rail- 
road transportation are taken into the ac- 
count, 

From Bitehe to Metz there is no fortified 
town. South of this line are Phalsburg, 
Marsal, and other fortified places, that pro- 
tect and cover the railroad between Nancy 
and Metz, 

Pryor to the battle of Haguenau the 
news from the seat of war indicated that 
the French army was principally aligned 
along the road running from to ar- 
requemines, Forbach and Th ionville, which 
reduces the length of the line by some fif- 
teen dr twenty mi les. : 

It this statement was true, it is highly 
probable that the Prussians, in attacking 
the right of the French army, fell upon a 
minor force, which they easily defeated. In 
the rear of the right of the French army 
are the spurs of the Vosges Mountains, 
which it is not probable that the Prussians 
will be able easily to pass through, not- 
withstanding their victory. The recent 
battle can by no means have involved a 
very large French force. Unless the French 
are very greatly demoralized, the Prussians 
will have to drive back Napoleon's centre 
or left wing before passing on to Paris. 
There can be but little doubt that McMa- 
hon was outgeneraled, in this, that he had 
too small a force on the right and relied too 
much on the topographical advantages in 
his rear to deter the Prussians from attack- 
ing him there. The Prussians have gained 
the prestige of the first victory—hence, for 
the present, have greatly the advantage in 
the morale of their troops.
